When Thomas F. Keating, former 
state senator from Marin, officially 
becomes a superior court fudge on 
Monday, he will start right to work. 
The former senator moves into 
department two of the court, vacat­ 
ed by Jordan MartinelU, who in turn 
takes the department one of the 
court, to replace retiring Judge Ed­ 
ward I. Butler. 
The new judge officially goes into 
office at noon Monday and at 1:30 
he will ait for his first trial—a crim­ 
inal matter. And he will have an­ 
other trial on Thursday and two 
the following week. 
Monday at 10 a. m. in the court­ 
house where Keating Is scheduled 
to lit for the next six yean, the 
Marin County Bar Association will 
hold the traditional induction cere­ 
mony. 
The administration of the 
oath of office will be made by Jesse 
W. Carter, associate justice of the 
state supreme court. 
Judge Butler leaves the bench 
after 31 years In Superior Court. 
The Judge says he probably will be 
available for 
further 
duty as a 
Judge where needed. 
(In the case 
of retired judges, they may be call­ 
ed to anywhere in the state.) 
Butler entered politics, still In his 
twenties, when he was elected to 
the state assembly from Marin in 
1307. He served two terms and In 
1811 was elected city attorney of Sen j 
Rafael. He has been unopposed in | 
elections since 1314 when he ran : 
for and won the district attorney | 
election. 
\ 
In 1313 he was appointed to fin J 
the unexpired term of Edgar T. 
Zook, then superior court judge, who p 
retired to enter private practice. Re­ 
tiring Superintendent of Schools 
Henry Greer took Butler’s place as 
district attorney. 
He was graduated from St. Mary’s 
College where he received a bache­ 
lor of arts degree in 1300, ami la­ 
ter attended Hasting’* Law 8chool 
and the University of California, 
Jfeattnf hot' W S rRseret the sen- 
atcrship, from which he resigned 
after his election as judge to make 
way for a successor in the Novem­ 
ber election, but leaves the law firm 
of Freitas, Keating and Freitas, of 
San Rafael, with whom he was as-^ 
soda ted since 1831.

In 1836, at the age of 30, he was 
elected to serve as state senator and 
held that position continuously un- I 
til his retirement. 
He has 
also 
served as a member of the San Ra­ 
fael dty planning commission. 
While in the senate he served for 
seven years as chairman of the Ju­ 
diciary committee and more recent­ 
ly he served on the rules commit­ 
tee. 
He Is married to the former Mar­ 
garet Shearer. Keating attended the 
University of Califormnia and Hast- 
ings law school. 
His father and mother both were 
formerly sheriffs of Marin county. 
His father, John J. Keating, served 
from 1310-1329 and upon his death, 
his wife, the late Mrs. Ellen E. Keat­ 
ing assumed the poet. 
A native of Marin county, the 
new judge lives in San Rafael.

Soldier Wounded In Arm 
By Shot From Own Gun;

Marin sheriffs office today la in­ 
vestigating the shooting and robbery 
of an Army corporal last night on 
the outskirts of Mill Valley. 
Cpl. Earl Frederick Dodge, 24, of 
Ft. Scott, told the office that two 
men forced him out of his car at 
the point of his own gun, shot him, 
and then drove away in his car. 
Sheriff’s deputies said Dodge was 
in a state of semi - shock during 
questioning as to the identification 
of the men, but that Dodge gave 
them enough of a lead to work on. 
Dodge’s story to police was that 
he had driven his 1940 convertible 
coupe to Mill Valley on a tip that 
he might have a buyer for it on 
Prospect avenue.

Plans for two new subdivisions for 
Marin were aired last night before 
the county planning commission.

* street, the old Rudolph property, 
Novato. Known as Davidson court, 
it will contain nine building sites 
of 6,000 square feet each. 
It is being developed by John No­ 
vak, who will build homes on the 
sites. 
Novak has developed other 
home subdivisions in the area. 
Awaiting action is the proposed 
Marinda Oaks subdivision of R. w 
Bogh of Fairfax, and Mrs. V. S. 
Loeber of Sleepy Hollow. The 12- 
acre site, part of a 110-acre tract 
TThich the pair hope eventually to 
develop, is located on the north side 
of Sir Francis Drake boulevard, 
fronting on the old railroad right of 
way. It is just math of S t Rite’s 
Catholic church in the area known 
as Sacramento Gulch. 


Bogh and his partner propose to 
subdivide the 12 acres into 48 build­ 
ing sites of approximately 7500 


square feet. They will sell the lots 
to purchasers for “in the neighbor­ 
hood o r $2,000 to $3,000. Bogh also 
P ms to build under ir'tract, houses 
on the sites and sell these for ap­ 
proximately $15,000. 
Reason for delay in granting ap­ 
proval to the subdivision map was 
the fact the acreage fronts on the 
railroad right of way rather than a 
county road. Suit has already been 
brought by the city of Fairfax to 
condemn the property for county 
use, but the planners cannot approve 
the subdivision until the right of 
way is made a public road.

Shooting In 


Judge Butler Ends 
40-Odd Years Of 
Public Service

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When Thomas F. Keating, former 
state senator from Marin, officially 
becomes a superior court judge on 
Monday, he will start right to work. 
The former senator moves into 
department two of the court, vacat­ 
ed by Jordan Martineili, who in turn 
takes the department one of the 
court, to replace retiring Judge Ed­ 
ward I. Butler. 
The new Judge officially goes into 
office at noon Monday and at 1:30 
he will sit for his first trial—a crim­ 
inal matter. And he will have an­ 
other trial on Thursday and two 
the following week. 
Monday at 10 a. m. in the court­ 
house where Keating is scheduled 
to sit for the next six years, the 
Marin County Bar Association will 
hold the traditional Induction cere­ 
mony. The administraron of the 
oath of office will be made by Jesse 
W. Carter, associate Justice of the 
state supreme court 
Judge Butler leaves the bench 
after 31 years in Superior Court. 
The Judge says he probably will be 
available for further duty as a 
judge where needed. (In the case 
of retired judges, they may be call­ 
ed to anywhere in the state.) 
Butler entered politics, still in his 
twenties, when he was elected to 
the state assembly from Marin in 
1007, He served two terms and in 
1011 was elected city attorney of Sen 
Rafael. He has been unopposed in 
elections since 1014 when he ran 
for and won the district attorney 
election. 
In 1010 he was appointed to fill 
the unexplred term of Edgar T. 
Zook, then superior court Judge, who 
retired to enter private practice. Re­ 
tiring Superintendent of Schools 
Henry Greer took Butler’s place as 
district attorney. 
He was graduated from St. Mary’s 
College where he received a bache­ 
lor of arts degree in 1000, and la­ 
ter attended Has ting’s Law School 
and the University of California. # 
.Keating tio l o t íf h»ves the sen- 
atorshlp, from which he resigned 
after his election as judge to make 
way for a successor in the Novem­ 
ber election, but leaves the law firm 
of Freitas, Keating and Freitas, of 
San Rafael, with whom he was as-4, 
aociated since 1031. 
In 1936, at the age of 30, he was 
elected to serve as state senator and 
held that position continuously un­ 
til his retirement. He has also 
served as a member of the San Ra­ 
fael city planning commission. 
While in the senate he served for 
seven years as chairman of the Ju­ 
diciary committee and more recent­ 
ly he served on the rules commit­ 
tee.He is married to the former Mar­ 
garet Shearer. Keating attended the 
University of Califormnla and Hast­ 
ings law school. 
His father and mother both were 
formerly sheriffs of Marin county. 
His father, John J. Keating, served 
from 1910-1929 and upon his death, 
his wife, the late Mrs. Ellen E. Keat­ 
ing assumed the post. 
A native of Marin county, the 
new judge lives in San Rafael.

Novato; Hold Up Another For Fairfax

Reed school board will meet with 
Architect John Lyon Reid In the 
Belvedere school tomorrow night to 
review drawings of the new school 
for Belvedere and Tiburon young­ 
sters. 


Plans for two new subdivisions for 
Marin were aired last night before 
the county planning commission 
One was approved; action was held 
up on the other until the January 
17 meeting. 
Approved was a small subdivision 
at the corner of Railroad and David* 
r . street, the old Rudolph property, 
Novato. Known as Davidson court, 
it will contain nine building sites 
of 6,000 square feet each. 
It Is being developed by John No­ 
vak, who will build homes on the 
sites. Novak has developed other 
home subdivisions in the area. 
Awaiting action is the proposed 
Marinda Oaks subdivision of R. W. 
Logh of Fairfax, and Mrs. V. S. 
Loeber of Sleepy Hollow. The 12- 
acre site, part of a 110-acre tract 
which the pair hope eventually to 
develop, is located on the north side 
of Sir Francis Drake boulevard, 
fronting on the old railroad right of 
way. It is just north of St. Rita’s 
Catholic church in the area known 
as Sacramento Gulch. 
Bogh and his partner propose to 
subdivide the 12 acres into 46 build­ 
ing sites of approximately 7500 


square feet. They will sell the lots 
to purchasers for “in the neighbor­ 
hood of” $2,000 to $3,000. Bogh also 
p’ins to build under o^tract, houses 
on the sites and sell these for ap­ 
proximately $15,000. 
Reason for delay in granting ap­ 
proval to the subdivision map was 
the fact the acreage frorts on the 
railroad right of way rather than a 
county road. Suit has already been 
brought by the city of Fairfax to 
condemn the property for county 
use, but the planners cannot approve 
the subdivision until the right of 
way is made a public road.

As already stated, with maximum 
employment in 1950, even this figure 
would not bring In as much money 
as Is paid out. 
So the alternative is for the fund 
to "go broke” or to raise the tax on 
employers to 8 per cent, or even 
mora» whatever Is necessary to bring 
the unemployment insurance fund 
up to the required balance. 
When it is considered that pay­ 
rolls are the largest single expendi­ 
ture in any business and that other 
taxes are high and getting higher, 
this easily could result In employers 
going broke, with consequent in­ 
crease of unemployment and de­ 
crease in sources for unemployment 
insurance funds. 
What this situation already has 
done to employers and how some 
employers, as well as employees, are 
responsible for “chiseling” on the 
fund, will be told in succeeding in­ 
stallments.

Congratulation! have been attended to the 
people of Marin county through County Clerk 
George Jones for the outstanding voting record 
marked up by the county in the November 
election. 
In a letter to Jones, Frank M. Jordan, secre­ 
tary of state, declared: 
“According to the statement of vote which we 
have just received from the printing plant, 
Marin county cast the highest vote in the state 
of California, being 82 48/100 per cent of the 
registered voters.” 
I The secretary of state congratulates Jones and 
gobs on to say that this “is a wonderful record.” 
The figures sound fine. We are happy that 
Mr. Jordan thinks they are wonderful. But we 
have to pause a minute to think about it. 
In one county of our state, Marin, the vote 
was more than 82 per coil In some counties 
the* vote was much, much lower. 
And these 
figures are not the percentage of the eligible 
voters. The are the percentage of the registered 
voters. 
In many European democracies, and we’re not 
talking about those behind the Iron Curtain or 
under some other kind of domination, it is not 
unusual to have a 98 per cent vote of the regis­ 
tered and eligible voters. 
In our county Clerk Jones estimates that 
“something over 75 per cent” of the eligible 
residents of Marin are registered. This means 
that something less than 25 per cent are not 
registered when they should be. 
Therefore Marin county may have the highest 
percentage of registration in the state, 82.48, but 
that is only slighdy over 60 per cent of the pos­ 
sible registration. 
We thank Mr. Jordan for his congratulations. 
; Ju t we want to tell him that we hope we can do 
better next time.

Teen-Age Voters? 
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. If a man is old enough to fight for his country, 
lie is old enough to vote in his country’s 
elections. 
; That is the gist of a resolution, adopted at tb * 
semi-annual legislative session of the Junior 
Statesmen of America last week, urging that the 
voting age be lowered to 18 years. The 400 dele­ 
gates to the Long Beach convention, which 
included representatives of 58 youth organiza­ 
tions, also resolved that the franchise be ex­ 
tended to all members of the military services, 
regardless of age. 
‘ The Junior Statesmen—whose voting resolu­ 
tions came just two days before Selective Service 
Director Hershey predicted it will be necessary 
to draft 18-year-olds in the near future-mean 
business, and are determined to press their case, 
by all accounts. * They prepared a platform of 
youth views aod demands to be presented to the 
Midcentury Conference on Children and Youth, 
set for next month in Washington. 
Lowering of the voting age has been a moot 
question for a long while, with opponents of 
teen-age balloting holding that the “immaturity” 
of .youth would make extension of the franchise 
impracticable and unwise.

WHAT LIES AHEAD IN '51? 
The Nation Today... 


RktMmminÇ 
Japan Potentially Most Effective 
Ally Anywhere In World Now 


(Note: Final of three articles 
analyzing Far Eastern events six»» 
the war broke out in Korea.)

On Tuesday, December m h, it wis my pleasure 
to deliver an address before the 8aa Rafael Optimist 
Club upon the subject of Bay Bridges and other 
development concerned with transportation in the 
Bay Area. Present at this meeting was a reporter 
from the Independent-Joamal and the following 
day, December 27th, the Independent-Journal carries 
a news article concerning this address. 
As the article Is erroneous in one particular, I 
wish to call this to your attention, which is that I 
mm quoted as saying that my plan provides for the 
fillfhg in of two hundred and twenty thousand acres 
of bay tideland. Either the reporter misunderstood 
me or rise I inldvertently mis-stated the proposal, 
as it is contemplated under the plan to fUl in be­ 
tween thirty and thirty-five square miles, which 
would be an are* of approximately twenty-two 
thousand acres rather than two hundred and twenty 
thousand. In the address X suggested that the filled 
land should be worth a minimum of $10,000 per 
acre, which would create a total value of the fXUed 
land of something over $200,000.00. As stated above, 
either I was misunderstood or mis-stated the figures 
in question. As the two hundred and twenty thousand 
acres is obviously an impossible figure, 1 would ap­ 
preciate your carrying a correction in a subsequent 
issue of the paper. 
It is my feeling that the plan which X have pro­ 
posed would be of greater value to Marin county 
than anything which has as yet been proposed. X 
trust you will agree with this suggestion. I also fed 
that it is not at all impossible of fulfillment, and 
as the Bay Area Council has already seen fit to 
adopt what appears to be a major portion of this 
plan, that is the bridges but not the filled land, it 
is my hope that eventually something approximating 
the plan may be fulfilled, which I Believe would be 
to the tremendous advantage of the entire Bay Area. 


NEW YORK (/P) — Japan, pos­ 
sibly the most dangerous enemy 
we ever met, is potentially our 
most effective ally anywhere in 
the world now. 
They toll a story in Tokyo. 
It is that, when the Korean 
fighting broke out last June, a 
former Japanese army officer pre­ 
sented himself at an A ''«lean 
army headquarters, saluted smart­ 
ly, and said: “General, I can have 
my old regiment ready to go by 
Monday morning.” 
The incident probably never 
happened, at least in quite that 
way. But it is an authentic illus­ 
tration of Japanese attitude. 
What did happen was that thou­ 
sands of Japanese ex-soldiers and 
officers volunteered to fight News­ 
papers unanimously, day aft» day, 
proclaimed Japan's right and duty 
to assist in the Korean struggle. 
And the entire people, in effect, 
placed themselves at the disposal 
of the warring democracies. 
It would be naive to assume that 
this was a result of ov erwhelming 
affection or admiration for the 
United States—although we have 
won a certain degree of both. 
The more compelling reasons 
are: 
1 —Japan's interests, politically 
and frrmnmtfAlly, gjB tightly tied 
with our own. 
3 —The Japanese are naturally 
anxious to have an end to the oc- 
upation, to resume normal trade 
reL tions with the rest of the 
the world, and to take their place 
In the Uhited Nations. 
5—Having had three ware with 
China and Russia, inc. with a high 
degree of hatred and suspicion for 
both nations even when they were 
not actually at war, the Japanese 
are under no illusions about their 
own fate if the two Communist 
giants ever break loose in the 
Orient 
Those are the true reasons why 


Japan is a powerful potential ally 
of the United States, and the 
United Nations today. 
Nations have no permanent 
friends; but they do have perma- 
nept interests. Ours and the Jap­ 
anese, at this hour at least, are 
practically identical. 
In spite of Russian propaganda 
claims, and Japanese desires, no 
Japanese troops are in the field 
in Korea today. We are using the 
great Japanese air and naval 
bases in fighting this war. Jap­ 
anese personnel are employed as 
guards, mechanics, truck drivers 
and in many other ways. 
It is an incongruous fact that 
the main UJf. base for the Korean 
war is the territory of a nation 
still, technically, an “enemy.** 
And although it was necessary 
practically to strip the country of 
our whole garrison force —four 
under-strength infantry divisions 
—there have been no disturbances. 
No incidents, no efforts by the 
Japanese to take advantage of 
that fact. (There have been some 
ominous outbreaks fomented by 
Kbfean C om m u n ists living in 
Japan). 
What are the results of the oc­ 
cupation? 
I do not believe—and I put this 
in the first-person because it Is a 
personal appraisal—that the the­ 
ory of practice of “democracy” has 
penetrated very deeply into Japa­ 
nese consciousness. So far as I 
could tell, the emperor is still their 
great symbol of authority and 
leadership. Their tendency still is 
to believe in the value of a ruling 
class, rather than in the wisdom 
of the masses. 
Some Americans disagree with 
this view. Only time will tell which 
is correct. 


safety never before known. They 
have opened wide new vistas. 
They have sharply cut back the 
former high mortality rate of in­ 
fants and older people. A whole 
new concept of diet, nutrition, the 
prevention of disease, and public 
health in general, has come into 
being. On a personal basis, a great 
many Americans provide Japanese 
mothers with food-fortifiere for 
their children. The results already 
are apparent. 
In terms of consumer goods, 
there are actually more articles in 
the shops than there were ten 
years ago when I last previously 
saw the country. You see more 
metals and more rubber goods, 
tires, for example. 
Financially, the country . is in 
fair shape and improving steadily. 
It has a balanced budget, and the 
currency Is getting stronger. 
Joseph M. Dodge, of Detroit, a 
budget expert, is largely respon­ 
sible for this. He quotes Japan's 
finance minister to illustrate the 
increasing imporvement in the 
country’s financial position. “When 
a burglar breaks into a house now,** 
the minister said, “he actually 
steals money.** 
What about the future, when 
the occupation ends and the Amer­ 
icans leave? 
Japan needs the United States, 
both as a market and as a source 
of raw materials. Until they can 
be re-armed, the Japanese will 
need American military protection 
against the ancient enemies, Rus­ 
sia and China. 


But in its physical aspects, the 
occupation has been almost a 
miracle, a story without precedent 
anywhere in history. 
American engineers, doctors, sci­ 
entists and businessmen—In short, 
the technicians—have brought to.

Workers Under 
Social Security

WASHINGTON (/P)- People employed in 
homes or on farms came under social security 
January 1—if they fit the rules. 
But the rules for domestic, or household, 
workers and farm workers are not exactly the 
same. 


DOMESTIC WORKERS- 
There’s a simple test—called 24*50—to decide 
whether you, a domestic worker, are covered by 
social security: 
You must work at least 24 days in a quarter 
for the same employer and have been paid $50 
in cash in that quarter. 
(Things like board and 
lodging can not be included in the $50.) 
If you meet that test, then every three months 
a tax of three per cent on your earnings must 
be paid the government, and on the social 
security books you get credit for a quarter of 
coverage. 
Your employer must pay at least half of the 
three per cent tax—114 per cent—and he deducts 
the other lyj ^rom your P*Y* Then he sends 
the total three per cent into the internal revenue 
collector. 
(An employer can pay the whole 
three per cent tax hin^elf if he wishes.) 
Under the law it’s the employer wha’s respon­ 
sible for turning in the tax. This must be done 
every three months. The first such tax is due in 
April. 
Only the first $5,600 of a worker’s pay is tax­ 
able. There’s no tax on anything you earn over 
$5,600.

A cook, maid, gardener, family chauffeur, handy­ 
man around the house, or even a baby sitter if 
she works parts of 24 days in a quarter and earns 
$50. 
If you’re an employer of a domestic, you can 
be sure she is not covered—so far as you’re con­ 
cerned—if she works for you only one day a 
week. 
Best advice to an employer: Write to your 
internal revenue collector, tell him you employ 
a domestic worker, and ask for the government 
booklet called “Household Employer’s Social 
Security Tax Guide.” 
It will answer your questions. Further, your 
letter puts you on the collector’s mailing list 
and—since the tax must be paid every three 
months-he’ll send you every three months the 
form on which you file your return and pay the 
tax.

If you switch farmers, your social security stops 
until you’ve worked for the new boss one pre­ 
liminary quarter, plus at least 60 days in the 
following quarter. 
Best advice to a puzzled farm-owner: write at 
once to your internal revenue collector for his 
circular “A” which answers your problems. This 
puts you on his mailing list. Every three months 
he’ll send you a tax return form.

Deficiency O f Potassium 
Demands Replenishment 
When Too Severe 


Potassium is one of those sub­ 
stances which, though absolutely 
necessary to life, are nonethless 
needed in relatively small amounts. 
Hence, in the ordinary way we 
need give little thought to replen­ 
ishing our supply of this chemical. 
There are, however, certain con­ 
ditions which drain the supply to 
dangerously low levels and de­ 
mand its prompt replacement. 
Either prolonged vomiting or 
diarrhea may have this effect. The 
surgeon who is treating a blocking 
of the bowel or any other condition 
which has markedly cut down the 
food intake is likely to find that 
his patient is suffering from a 
potassium deficiency. Severe in­ 
jury and certain of the new drugs 
may also cause large amounts of 
potassium to be lost from the body. 


To prevent potassium deficiency 
whenever there has been any con­ 
dition present which would cause 
a loss of this substance from the 
body, injections of fluids contain­ 
ing potassium salts should be car­ 
ried out. There is a secretion from, 
the adrenal glands located above 
the kidney, known as adrenal 
cortical hormone. This substance 
has been used in the treatment of 
arthritis, as well as in the treat­ 
ment of shock. Unfortunately, its 
use may increase the excretion of 
potassium salts by the kidneys. 
Hence, if this substance is used, 
it may be well to give injections 
of potassium salts with it. 
Of course, when potassium salts 
are administered, they musf be 
given in the proper dose so that 
an excess is not present. Too much 
Is as bad as too little, since an 
excess may cause serious heart 
disturbance. 


MUSCULAR WEAKNESS 
In these cases, the patient may 
suffer from extreme muscular 
weakness and even paralysis of 
the breathing muscles. He may 
lose his power to speak and even­ 
tually becomes unconscious. 
Changes in the electrocardiogram 
or electrical tracing of the heart 
beat may be noted. 
The amount of potassium in the 
blood can, of course, be determined 
by chemical test. Where the loss 
is not too great, the symptoms are 
mild«* and the patient may show 
only certain signs of alkalosis 
which means an increase in the 
amount of alkali in the blood and 
tissues. This condition also pro­ 
duces weakness, headache, and 
similar symptoms. 


After the potassium in the blood 
has been brought up to the proper 
level by injection of a potassium 
solution into a vein, the prepara­ 
tion can be given by mouth, since 
most common foods, such as milk, 
vegetables and meat contain po­ 
tassium, resumption of normal eat­ 
ing quickly raises the potassium 
level in the blood to a normal 
concentration.

If you switch farmers, your social security stops 
until you've worked for the new boss one pre­ 
liminary quarter, plus at least 60 days in the 
following quarter.

This 
puts you on his mailing list. Every three months 
he'll send you a tax return form.

Flash Of Old 


Time Greatness 


Rgfgrg* Halts BattU 
To Sava Bloody Beshore 


DETROIT OPy—Joe Louis* tremen­ 
dous home town following argued vo­ 
ciferously today—In the wake of 
Joe’s smashing victory over outclass­ 
ed Freddie Beshore last night—that 
the old Brown Bomber is still the 
best heavyweight in the business. 
Louis took another step up the 
comeback ladder by stopping Be­ 
shore handily in tw »minutes and a 
seconds of the fourth round of a 
sc he Viled ten-rounder. 
Referee Johnny Weber halted the 
one-sided battle to save the bloodied 
Beshore, his left eyelid badly cut 
and his nose battered, from further 
punishment 
Ex-champion Louis* many rooters 
—13,096 fans paid 841,425 to see the 
scrap—pointed out that It took cur­ 
rent champion Ezsard Charles 14 
rounds to finish Beshore last Aug­ 
ust. 
That Beshore’s crowding, wild- 
swinging tactics ware tailor-made 
for Louis nobody would deny. 
But the experts were virtually un­ 
animous in their belief that Louis 
showed remarkable improvement in 
disposing of the Harrisburg, Pa.» ex­ 
sailor in such workmanlike fashion. 
Joe's lethal right hand, seldom 
thrown in his losing battle with 
Charles last summer or in his most 
recent so-so bout with Cesar Brion, 
was powerful. 
It was equally ef­ 
fective in six-inch straight punches 
or in uppercuts. 
His famous left 
jab was sharp arid shattering. 
At the finish the 36-year-old Louis 
was unmarked and not even breath­ 
ing heavily, 
His trim weight of 
210^4 testified to his good condi­ 
tion. This was nearly eight pounds 
less than he weighed for his post- 
retirement title fight with Charles. 
Beshore, 10 years younger than 
Louis and nearly 19 pounds lighter 
at 191*4, had no quarrel with Web 
er’s decision. Neither did his man­ 
ager, Harry ’(Champ) Segal, who 
said he would have asked to have 
the fight stopped after the fourth 
round because cf Beshore’s cut eye. 
Three stitches were required to 
mend the gash. 
At first it was 
thought that Beshore’s nose was bro­ 
ken. 
But doctors said his severe 
nosebleed was caused by rupture of 
an oft-injured nose cartilage, not 
from any bone fracture. 
Beshore sided with Louis’s sup­ 
porters in saying that the ex-champ 
is still a better fighter than Charles. 
Joe hits you square,** Beshore 
said. “Charles just cuffs you.” 
Louis got 40 per cent of the net 
gate and Beshore 20 peg cent.

Nation's Coaches To Turn Attention 


To Platoon System, Fair Catch Rule 


NEW YORK UP) — The unlimited 
substitution rule,* which fathered 
the two-platoon system, and the 
mysteriously missing fait catch wEl 
draw the undivided attention of the 
nation’s coEege football coaches at 
Dallas next week. 
The coaches will meet in connec­ 
tion with the annual convention of 
the National Collegiate Athletic As 
sociation Jan. 11-13. 
The substitution rule and the fair 
catch are foremost in the list of 
nine revisions in the rule book on 
which Columbia’s Lou Little, chair­ 
man of the coaches rules committee, 
has queried his fellow mentors. 
Little’s group doesn’t make the 
rules. It just makes suggestions. 
Last year the rules writers without 
i ¿gestión eliminated the fair catch. 
By mid season coaches were scream­ 
ing their safety men were being 
murdered and caUed for return of 
the rule which allowed the receiver 
of a punt to signal for a fair catch. 
After the signal he can’t be tackled 
and the ball can’t be advanced. 
As for the two-platoon system, 
Little and most of the other leading 
coaches figure it’s here to stay. But 


the substitution rule is bound to I 
get another good working over. 
A number of coaches are plugging 
for a rule that will allow a special­ 
ist, such as a kicker, to be sent in 
oi. fourth down. 
Other proposed changes in the 
rules that will be studied at Dallas 
include: 
1. Return to the old rule permit­ 
ting a player removed from the 
game to return only during the nfcxt 
quarter. (Not a chance.) 
2. Return of the pre-war rule per­ 
mitting unlimited substitution only 
when the clock is stopped and be­ 
tween periods. Otherwise time outs 
are charged < 
3. Return of the 1948 rule which 
stated unlimited substitutions may

Optimistic was the tone of the 
address made by Kent Roberts, com­ 
mentator on world affairs and for­ 
eign correspondent, when he spoke 
before the members of San Rafael 
Improvement Club and their guests 
Tuesday afternoon. Roberts, how­ 
ever, did not minimize the dangers 
of the present situation. 
’There*» nothing to be gained by 
staying in Korea,” the speaker de­ 
clared. He spoke of the red tape 
which had prevented General Mac- 
Arthur from pressing forward when 
the enemy was in retreat. The five 
days* delay gave the enemy time to 
reform the lines and bring in more 
men and supplies. Roberts said, T t 
is strange when military decisions 
must be cleared by the State De­ 
partment.” 
In response to a question the 
speaker warned: “Removal of Dean 
Acheson will not remove all things 
criticized,’* and explained that the 
Secretary of State, alone, does not 
shape foreign policy. 
Roberta, who has “covered” many 
UN sessions, believes that in the in­ 
ternational organization lies the 
only hope for world peace although 
he admits that so far the program 
has been blocked by Russia and her 
satellites. The United States, which 
was one of the principal proponents 
of the UN has borne most of the 
burden since the beginning. Roberts 
pointed out, but said that thia 
country is demanding that the 
others do more. 
Russia * representatives in the UN 
continue to play the “same old rec­ 
ord,** the speaker said, as they 
blame everything on "Wall Street” 
and the “capitalistic government ” 
He described the pattern followed 
by such men as Vlshinsky who vili­ 
fied Mac Arthur and fought the six- 
power (U.8, Britain, France, Nor­ 
way, Cuba and Ecuador) resolution 
which charges Red China with "in­ 
tervention” in Korea, and asks with­ 
drawal of its troops and promises 
protection for Chins’■ border right«. 
The mistakes which this country 
made when the Nazis and Japan 
were defeated were numerous, Rob­ 
o ts pointed out. He declared, “We 
didn’t demobilize, we disinl' grated.” 
Not only were the military ranks 
depleted but planes and material 
destroyed, he said, and showed pic­ 
tures he had taken as proof if the 
statement 
But Roberts believes: "We are 
getting down to fundamentals. The 
little people are expressing them­ 


selves in Washington. 
We are a 
democracy and move slowly.” 
He 
said that under a dictatorship un­ 
doubtedly, more speed would be 
made, then asked. "Who would want 
to be under a dictatorship?” 
Roberts believes "War with Rus­ 
sia will not come in 1951.” This is 
the greatest country in the world, 
the speaker said, and declared, “We 
must keep strong in our economy, in 
defense, unity and faith.” He con­ 
cluded with ’Together we can defeat 
any aggressor. God willing we shall 
not fail.”

Roberts, who has "covered" many 
UN sessions, believes that in the in­ 
ternational organization lies the 
only hope for world peace although 
he admits that so far the program 
has been blocked by Russia and her 
satellites. The United States, which 
was one of the principal proponents 
of the UN has borne most of the 
burden since the beginning, Roberts 
pointed out, but said that this 
country is demanding that the 
others do more. 
Russia’s representatives in the UN 
continue to play the "same old rec­ 
ord,” the speaker said, as they 
blame everything on "Wall Street 
and the "capitalistic government.1 
He described the pattern followed 
by such men as Vishinsky who vili­ 
fied MacArthur and fought the six- 
power (U.S., Britain, France, Nor­ 
way, Cuba and Ecuador) resolution 
which charges Red China with "in­ 
tervention" in Korea, and asks with­ 
drawal of its troops and promises 
protection for China’s bordpr rights. 
The mistakes which this country 
made when the Nazis and Japan 
were defeated were numerous, Rob­ 
erts pointed out. He declared, "We 
didn't demobilize, we dlsint* grated." 
Not only were the military ranks 
depleted but planes and material 
destroyed, he said, and showed pic­ 
tures he had taken as proof *»f the 
statement. 
But Roberts believes: "We are 
getting down to fundamentals. The 
little people are expressing them­ 


selves in Washington. We are a 
democracy and move slowly.” He 
said that under a dictatorship un­ 
doubtedly, more speed would be 
made, then asked, "Who would want 
to be under a dictatorship?" 
Roberts believes "War with Rus 
sia will not come in 1951." This Is 
the greatest country in the world 
the spea](pr said, and declared, "We 
must keep strong in our economy, in 
defense, unity and faith." He con 
eluded with ‘Together we can defeat 
any aggressor. God willing we shall 
not fail." 
The speaker was introduced by 
the club president, Mrs. Richardson 
Cuthbert. Following his talk he an­ 
swered many questions from the 
audience.

Stocks of frozen fish 
fillets are at record levels with 
prices surprisingly .reasonable for 
this time of year. Cod, haddock and 
sole are in best supply among 
frozen fillets from salt waters. 


Canned tuna pack is largest on 
record and canned tuna prices are 
lowest in years. They’re often used 
as an advertising leader. Canned 
sardines too are plentiful and lower 
priced than in recent years. 


Among staples, you’ll find bar­ 


gains in peanut'butter, sauerkraut 
and honey. Over in the dairy de­ 
partment, cottage cheese is plenti­ 
ful ynd reasonable but supplies of 
fresh butter are not sufficient for 
demand which means that prices 
are higher. 


Best vegetable boys include cab­ 
bage, cauliflower, sweet potatoes, 
some squash varieties, Spani s h 
onions, lettuce.

This meat formerly was 
lumped together with beef from 
older and more mature animals in 
the “commercial” grade. 
“Commercial” now designates 
only the older, more mature animals 
with those economy cuts that re­ 
quire longer cooking, preferably with 
moist heat. So this gives consumers 
a completely new grade of beef call­ 
ed “good” and officials in charge of

FINLAND DOES IT, TOO 
In Finland last summer, women 
were complaining that their men 
had become terribly rude since the 
war.

Recent issues of the Yugoslav 
magazine “PoliUca” have been tak­ 
ing off on Russian claim« of inven­ 
tions.

Jewish Talmud 
Again Is Read 
Inside Germany 


FRANKFURT, Oermany (U.»—The 
Talmud is being read again in Ger­ 
many, where once it was burned in 
the street bonfires lighted by Nazi 
hoodlums. 
The Talmud U the collected laws 
of the Jews, dating from the first 
century before the Christian Era. 
As a Jewish holy book, it was a 
particular target of the Nazis on the 
night of Nov. 0, 1938, when street 
gangs throughout Germany broke 
into synagogues, burned many of 
them, and fed huge bonfires with 
Jewish literature. 
Only a few books of the massive 
volumes of the Talmud survived and 
they were not discovered until years 
later. 
The reprinting of the book was a 
long task. 
In 1945 an American 
rabbi, Philip S. Bernstein, who was 
adviser on Jewish affairs to the U. 
8. Army, started a search for Tal­ 
mud» all over Europe. 
Several volumes were found by 
luck buried in a Jewish cemetery 
in Munich, where they had remain­ 
ed undetected for seven years. Three 
volumes came from Switzerland, 
three from Prance and the remaind­ 
er, needed to complete the Talmud, 
were obtained from the United 
States. 
With all volumes available for 
the reprinting, Bernstein went to 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, then 
commander-in-chief of U. S. forces 
here, and worked out a plan for 
financing the project 
Because of paper and chemical 
shortages, it was not until early in 
1949 that the first volume of the 
work was completed from zinc 
plates made from photographs of 
each page of the volumes collected 
from Europe and the United States. 
Each set of the Talmud printed in 
Germany contains 19 volumes and 
costs approximately 4,100 D-Marks 
(8976) to print. 
More than four 
tons of paper were required for the 
50 sets printed. 
In each volume Is the following 
dedication In English: 
"This edition of the Talmud Is 
dedicated to the United States 
Army. This army played a major 
role in the rescue of the Jewish 
people from annihilation, and after 
the defeat of Hitler, bore the major 
burden of sustaining the DP’s of the 
Jewish faith. 
' M The special edition of the Talmud 
published in the very land where, 
but a short time ago, everything 
Jewish and of Jewish inspiration 
was anathema, will remain a symbol 
of the indestructibility of the To­ 
rah. The Jewish DP’s will never for­ 
get the generous impulses and the 
unprecedented humanitarianlsm of 
the American Forces, to whom they 
owe so much." 
One of the men who worked hard­ 
est on the printing project was a 
34 - year - old rabbi from Munich, 
Samuel Jakob Rose, who proofread 
the sine plaes for the 750 pages in 
each volume. 
Rabbi Rose studied the Talmud at 
Slabodka Yesiwa in Kovno, Lithu­ 
ania, and was ordained a Rabbi in 
1941, only a few months before the 
Germans invaded his country. 
He was sent to a ghetto with 
40,000 other Jews. In August, 1944, 
he was transferred to Dachau con­ 
centration camp, where his brother 
and sister starved to death. 
American troops rescued him in 
May, 1945, and he regained his 
health in a sanatorium.

Religion Still Thriving in Russia 


Despite Attempts to Kill it Off

DUBLIN (UR — The practice of 
religion still flourishes in Russia 
despite the best efforts of the 
Kremlin to stamp it out, according 
to a priest of the Russian Ortho­ 
dox Church. 
Addressing the annual meeting 
of the Irish branch of the Anglican 
and Eastern Churches Association 
here, the Rev. Dr. Anthony Bloom 
explained the situation. 
He said more than 30 years of 
Communist rule and 
anti-church 
measures had failed to purge from 
the souls of the Russian people the 
will to kneel in a church and pay 
homage to someone higher than 
Comrade Josef Stalin. 
Dr. Bloom is Orthodox chaplain 
to the Fellowship of St. Alban and 
St. Sagius in London but comes 
under the Patriarchate of Moscow. 
MILLIONS WORSHIP 
He told his Dublin audience that 
although there is no religious free­ 
dom in Russia, many millions of 
Russians attend devoutly at the 
few churches the Kremlin has left 
open. 
The most striking item of church 
news leaking out of Russia, he said, 
was that more and more young 
people, who are moskr exposed to 
the Communist line were going to 
church and receiving the sacra­ 
ments. 
The only indication of how many 
people went to church in Russia 
he had gained from an atheistic 
document which 
deprecated 
the 
fact that'40,000,000 persons attend­ 
ed church. 
He stressed, however, that noth-

ing In the nature of religious free­ 
dom existed in the Soviet Union. 
ONLY PROPAGANDA 
He declared that West European 
Communists’ claims that religious 
freedom existed in Russia follow­ 
ing the recent slight let-ups in the 
Kremlin’s 
anti-church 
were only propaganda. 
Only the atheistic movement 
freedom to propagate its views, he 
■aid. 
The new let-ups which the Com­ 
munists hailed sprang from the 
fact that since 1945 people had been 
allowed some freedom of worship, 
without more, he explained. 
Within the last few year* he 
kaid, priests had been allowed to 
preach in their churches without 
submitting their sermons for cen­ 
sorship to the nearest police sta­ 
tion, as had beep the rule pre­ 
viously. 
81*118 ON JOB 
But that, he added, did not mean 
that the secret police did not super­ 
vise the preaching of the church 
by means of spies. 
Since 1947, the church had been 
allowed to re-open some monas­ 
teries but they had to be organized 
as agricultural or industrial self- 
supporting units. 
In addition, he had reason to be­ 
lieve that behind the move was a 
state belief that it was a good thing 
to store together groups of believers 
whom they could so easily supervise 
behind monastery walls. 
The position in Russia today, he 
said, was that the Kremlin had 
been forced to give the legal right 
of existence to a body it had failed 
to destroy.

' The special edition of the Talmud 
published in the very land where, 
but a short time ago, everything 
Jewish and of Jewish Inspiration 
was anathema, will remain a symbol 
of the indestructibility of the To­ 
rah. The Jewish DP’s will never for­ 
get the generous impulses and the 
unprecedented humanitarian ism of 
the American Forces, to whom they 
owe so much." 
One of the men who worked hard­ 
est on the printing project was a 
34 - year - old rabbi from Munich, 
Samuel Jakob Rose, who proofread 
the zinc plaes for the 750 pages in 
each volume. 
Rabbi Rose studied the Talmud at 
Sl&bodka Yesiwa in Kovno, Lithu­ 
ania, and was ordained a Rabbi in 
2941, only a few months before the 
Germans invaded his country. 
He was sent to a ghetto with 
40,000 other Jews. In August, 1944, 
he was transferred to Dachau con­ 
centration camp, where his brother 
and sister starved to death.

Kremlin to stamp it out, according 
to a priest of the Russian Ortho­ 
dox Church.

homage to someone higher than 
Comrade Josef Stalin.

under the Patriarchate of Moscow. 
MILLIONS WORSHIP 
He told his Dublin audience that 
although there is no religious free­ 
dom In Russia, many millions of 
Russians attend devoutly 
at 
the 
few churches the Kremlin has left 
open. 
The most striking item of church 
news leaking out of Russia, he said, 
was that more and 
more 
young 
people, who are mosb" exposed to 
the Communist line were going to 
church and receiving 
the 
sacra­ 
ments. 
The only indication of how many 
people went to church in Russia 
le had gained from an 
atheistic 
document which 
deprecated 
the 
fact that '40,000,000 persons attend­ 
ed church. 
He stressed, however, that noth­ 


ing in the nature of religious freo* 
dom existed in the Soviet Union.

He declared that West European

preach in their churches without 
submitting their sermons for cen­ 
sorship to the nearest police 
tion, as had beep the rule - 
viously.

But that, he added, did not mean 
that the secret police did not super­ 
vise the preaching of the church 
by means of spies. 
Since 1947, the church had been 
allowed to re-open some monas­ 
teries but they had to be organized 
as agricultural or Industrial self- 
supporting units. 
In addition, he had reason to be­ 
lieve that behind the move was a 
state belief that it was a good thing 
to store together groups of believers 
whom they could so easily supervise 
behind monastery walls. 
The position in Russia today, he 
said, was that the Kremlin 
had 
been forced to give the legal right 
of existence to a body it had failed 
to destroy.
